Advertising is considered by the layman usually a* a 
purely commercial proposition, yet we find the annual 
convention of the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World, in departmental sessions, considering advertising, 
a« a great agent for the aid of humanity. 
*. * * 
The publicity of public utility groups, tied up with the 
publicity of communities, was the object of special eon- 
«¡deration. 
The story of how communities have been built up, Hv- 
ng conditions made better, production increased and mar­ 
kets found through advertising was toM by C. B. Sub 
borough, general traffic manager of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, who said: 
» 
From the very start American railroad*, their man- 
agers and promoters, we re forced into community 
advertising, and to the old railroad men and bankers 
of 75 year* ago and morp We must award the palm as 
original community advertisers on behalf of transpor­ 
tation interests. Their methods wpuld doubtless seem * 
strange now, hut we cannot question their effective­ 
ness. 


.»*n Ik* great majority of cases community advertis­ 
ing by a railroad must be of an impartial and general 
nature, and is hedged about by restraints and restric­ 
tions not encountered in approaching the problems of 
purely commercial advertising. 
Nevertheless, in spite of these 
restrictions, 
the 
American railroads are finding ways and means to 
carry on a very extensive volume of community and 
territorial advertising. 
The railroads in general have been leaders in driv­ 
ing home the slogan, “See Ameriea First.” 
A railroad is and ought to be the best friend and 
most consistent helper of every community which it 
serves, and no one realises this truth more thorough- 
ly than railroad managers themselves. 
U u is Wiley, business manager of the New York Times, 
discussed the effect-of advertising on increasing the vol­ 
ume of trade in the United States and, thereby, improving 
the living conditions of American citizens. 
He said: 
One of the excellent results o f advertising by com- . 
panies having extensive public relations, the effect 
upon the employees themselves. 
The public utilities 
may learn something in this direction from the great 
department stores. 
In such stores the employees are required to know 
what the eompany has advertised in the daily papers, 
both merchandise and institutional copy.
